Dr, Edwards Urges Establish- 
ment as Central Olearing 
House of Information 


MOTION WITHDRAWN 


Strong Opposition from Quebeo 
Members as Flank Attack on 
Constitutional Rights 


OTTAWA, April 19.—"'That, in the 
opinion of this house, a federal bureau 
of education should be established at 
Ottawe” the motion proposed by Dr. 
Edwands of Frontenac gave rise to a 
debate in the house today which mon- 
opolized the proceedings and event- 
ually ended tin withdrawing of the 
resolution. Mr, Edwards urged the 
establishment of such a bureau as @ 
central clearing house of information 
on education, as a “treasury of good 
ideas.” Dr. Clark, who is temporarily 
leading the third party, was in gen- 
eral opposition from Quebec members, 
They took the ground that (t was a 
flank attack on the constitutional 
rights of the province to control their 
own educational policy, Oapt. C. O, 
Power, Quebec South, said Quebeo 
held her autonomy Jn education e@aoc- 
red and would mot dhange one comma 
of her magne charta,. 

Sir George Foster aid not see in the 
resolution any effect to interfere with 
provinglal rights, It was rather an 
effort to work on the underslanding 
between all the provinces in regard to 
education. 

But passing of the rewolutic2 would 
mean @ direct instruction to the gov- 
ernment to do something based upon 
rather vague form; and the govern- 
ment would not care to take any in- 
struction eo positive as was expressed 
in the resolutton. 

Rights of Provinces. 

Dr. Beland (Beauce) gaid there 
could be no objection to a conference 
of education authorities from differ- 
ent provinces nor to collection, by a 
central bureau of information which 
would bo of assistance generally. 
‘But’, he added, ‘the moment you 
olothe the bureau with ‘the federal 
power, then you encroach on the 
rights of the provinces as guaranteed 
by the constitution.” 

The question of education in Can- 
ada wee in @ class by itself, sald Dr. 
Beland. It had not been treated in 
the British North America act, which 
left education especially within she 
Jueisdiction of the provinces. The 
reagon for this was that views dif- 
fered in the various provinces as to 
whether or not religion #hould be + 
part of the instruction in schools, He 
said that the school system, whirh 
had for tts basis, relfgion, wag prov: 
ing, im these times of unrest, @ g60d 
one. Quebec was quiet and contented 
as compared with some other sections 
of the country. One of the reasons

CARING FOR 
THE GRAVES 
OF FALLEN 


Bir George Perley Sounds Note of 
Warning to Those Contem- 
plating Trip 


OTTAWA, April 19,—-(Canadian 
Press.) —A cable has been received by 
the acting prime minister from Sir 
George Perley, Canadian high com- 
missioner in London, stating that he 
has just returned from France and 
Belgium, where he attended meetings 
{n connection with questions regard- 
tng the graves of men who fell in the 
war, 

Sir George spent three days in the 
battle area and from what he saw in 
wnany cemeteries he is of the opinion 
that the army authorities and the im- 
perial war graves commission are to 
be congratulated on the progress they 
are making in concentrating and car- 
ing for the graves. He takes occasion 
to sound a note of warning to those 
who contemplate a trip to France and 
Belgium to visit the graves of soldiers 
relatives, He says it !s still difficult 
tor visitors to arrange transportation 
and accommodation in the battle 
areas, but it ie anticipated facilities 
will doubtlessly be improved by next 
yeas’, 

In any case the Canadian high ¢om- 
mmissioner emphasizes the fact that, be- 
tore attempting to visit graves or 
cemeteries, it ig imperative that the 
jatest information should be obtained 
trom the director-general of graves 
registration, Winchester House, 8t. 
James Square, London, regarding the 
exact location of the graves which it 
is proposed to visit, as otherwise 
friends and relatives are liable to ex- 
perience delay and disappointment.

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 |Street Railwaymen Turn Down 


Wage Offer and Ask Aldermen 


To Give Board of Conciliation 


City’s Offer Is $30 Increase, Similar to That Given Other City Em- 
ployees—Street Railwaymen Insist upon Special Treatment for 
One-Man Law Operators—Mayor Says He Will Not Treat Street 
Railwaymen Different to Other City Employees 


No agreement was arrived at on Monday as the result of the 
conference between aldermen and the street railway employees on 
the question of wages for motormen and conductors. 

The offer of a flat increase of $30 per month was made by the 
city and the street railwaymen then went away after making an ap- 
plication for a board of conciliation, and saying that it was no use 
placing the offer before the employees as it would not be accepted. 

Properly, the meeting was between the utilities committee and 
the street railwaymen, but practically all the aldermen were presnt, 
as the idea was to arrive at some definite understanding if possible. 


Some time was spent in watti 
and then a start was made with Ald. 
McLennan in the chair. Subsequently 
Ald Kinney arrived and stated that 
matters over which he had no con- 
trol had prevented him from coming 
before. 

A very long discussion took place, 
and during the course of this Mr. 
Montgomery, 
man for the street railwaymen, stat- 
ed what was eubsequently said to be 
the final offer of the street employees. 
He remarked that everything had 
been agreed upon save the wages of 
the motormen—conductors on the 
one-man cars. For these they were 
willing to accept 70 cents per hour for 
an eight-hour day, and would be will- 
ing to work a day of eight hoursanda 
day of 12 hours as at Calgary, or they 
would take 72% cents per hour fora 
nine-hour day. 


Mayor Makes Offer. 


, 

On behalf of the committee the 
mayor moved that a communication 
be forwarded to the street railway 
union offering conductors and motor- 
men, eufficient which would give each 
man an increase of $30 per month on 
his present monthly wages. This 
would place them on a basis with the 
other city employees, and the _in- 
creases given the other unions. This 
was carried. Mr. Montgomery said 
that !t was no use going back with 
this offer, as the last word sald by the 
men was that if the city would not 
accept what was proposed, they should 
ask for a board of conciliation. 

This reply called forth some rejoin- 

ers from the members of the commit- 
tee, as the mayor said that the pros- 
pect wag that no cars would be run- 
ning if a board of conciliation was in- 
sisted upon. He contended that Mr. 
Montgomery had no right to say that 
this was the last word on the subject 
unless coercion had been applied to a 
number of members of the street rail- 
waymen unions. He had been Biven 
to understand that there was a num- 
ber of the street raillwaymen who own- 
ed their own houses and land, and 
who were just as much concerned in 
tho taxes they paid ag their jobs oh 
the street rallway. 
* Mr. Montgomery said that 97 per 
cent. of the employees were members 
of the union, and at a mass meeting 
they decided that if the city would 
not agree to their offers that a board 
should be asked for. 

Ald. Milton Martin safd that he very 
much objected to being dictated to by 
Mr. Montgomery or onyone else in this 
matter, and told that it was no use 
making their offer.

With regard to the amounts asked 
for an agreement had previously been 
arrived at with respect to wages for 
motormen and conductors on two-men 
cars, these being 52 cents for first 
year, 57 cents for second year, and 
62% for third year. 

For the motormen-conductors on the 
one-man cars it was asked that the 
maximum should be 724 cents, and 
this was the stumbling block. 

They now receive, on a monthly 
basis, $117 per month, and it was stat- 
ed that the 721% cents per hour would 
bring them up to $169 per month and 
place them far ahead of the other 
employees. 

In Line With Police, 

On the other hand the Increase of 
$30 per month would give thém $147, 
which would bring them more in line 
with the $145 received by the police 
and the $140 by the firemen.

Downfall of Rain Helps to 
Carry Away Snow in Country; 


Will Mean Much to Farmers; 


With Snow Thawing from Underneath and with Very Little Frost 
in the Ground, Farmers Generally Are Confident of Getting on 
the Ground Within a Few Days, with a Warm Sun and Wind— 
0.11 Inches of Rain Fell in Four Hours 


And it rained. 

To the satisfaction of nearly everyone in Edmonton yesterday, 
copious showers fell almost continuously from near six o’clock in 
the afternoon until about ten o’clock at night. It was regarded as 
Nature’s surest index that the balmy growing weather of spring and 
summer cannot much longer be delayed. 

‘From the period between 6:45 o’clock and 10 o’clock, when 
the rain ceased, 0.11 inches of rain fell,’’ stated Stuart M. Holmden, 
chief weather observer for northern Alberta, to The Bulletin last 
night. ‘‘It was a fairly mild rain for this time of the year and should 


be of inestimable value to the coun- 
try, us most of it will soak into the 
Bround, besides helping to carry 
away the snow." 


Rain Was General 

Inquiries from the different parts 
of the country round about Edmon- 
ton Monday night indicated that the 
rain that was falling in Edmonton 
from six o'clock in the evening was 
genera) throughout the disirict. All 
day Monday the snow had heen go- 
ing rapidly in the country and the 
rain in the evening was cutting down 
the amount of snow rapidly. 

Allan Gillies, of Clover Bar, stated 
that there were about 12 to 18 inches 
of snow on an average over his farm 
and there was a great deal of water 
under the snow. The frost is leaving 
the ground even before the snow goes 
off, according’ to a number of farm- 
ers. While they are glad to see the 
snow going with the rain, those who 
have stock out find that it is harder 
on them than the cold weather was, 
Especially is this true where, through 
lack of feed they are in a weakened 
condition, Cattle and. stock that have 
shelter are all right. The new calves 
are lambs are getting a rather chilly 
reception, 

Taking off Snow 


Chas, Ellett, from south of 8trath- 
cona, said that the rain had been 


taking off the snow. The ground was 
very dry and was taking up the 
moisture, A. B, Campbell, who has 
a farm at Fort.Saskatchewan, was 
very optimistic over the manner in 
which Monday had cut down the 
snow, and the rain at night was just 
the proper thing. Mr. Campbell 
interested in the Hampshire lambs 
that are coming now, but since Me has 
plenty of shed room for them they 
are not suffering any through weath- 
er conditions, He states that thereis 
a good percentage of twins and one 
Hampshire lamb came with a start of 
nearly fourteen pounds.

The enormous sacrifices made by 
Canada in the recent world war were 
again evidenced by the statistics sup- 
plied by the Comptroller of the 
Knights of Columbus Catholic Army 
Huts to the directors of ‘that organiza- 
tion at a very successful meeting held 
at the Chateau Laurier, Ottawa, which 
was brought to a close last Wednes- 
day, with a renewed determ'nation to 
carry on ‘tthe good work done for the 
soldiers op the battlefields of France 
and Belgium, and continued on this 
side of the Atlantic so long as any of 
the men who sacrificed their health 
and strength for the cause of free- 
dom and civilization, requirp the ser- 
vices of the Catholic Army Huts and 
so pong as the funds of the associa- 
tion will permit. Directors from all 
parts of Canada were presemt at the 
meeting. 

The Comptroller, in an exhaustive 
report of the actlyities, gave informa- 
tion that 8,740 soldiers, who had seen 
active service overseas, were still con- 
fined to the hospitals of Canada, and 
in order that all available funds may 
be conserved for hospital work, jt 
has been dectded to close the huts, 
now in operation throughout Canada. 

Distribution of Comforts, 


Since the armistice, one of the 
most important works of the associa- 
tion has been the vis'tg of the hos- 
pitals committees to all patients, ir- 
respective of creed, the distribution 
to.them of such material comforts as

| ARITHMETIC Is 
MADE BY PUPILS 


Effort to Learn What Is Really 
Practical by Grade VIII of 
Alex Taylor School 


| 

In view of the present day demand 
thet the course of atudy in our schools 
be made more practical, an attempt 
hag just been made by the Grade VIII 
pupils of the Alex. Taylor school, un- 
der the direction of Principal C., 
Willis, to find out what is really prac- 
tical in arithmetic, 

With th.s end in view, the Sr. VIII 
pupils collected questiong which their 
parents actually had occasion to solve 
during the week that the experiment 
was being carired on, It was found 
that the topics taught in arithmetic 
occurred with the following percent- 
ages of frequency: 

Addition, 31.1 percent; Subtraction, 
9.1 per cent; Multiplication, 40.2 per 
cont; Division, 8.2 per cent; Frac- 
tions, 5.6 per cent; Decimals, .9 per 
cent; Interest, .6 per cent; Taxes, .i 

per cent; Ingurance, .5 per cent; 
Discount, 2.7 per cent; Loss and aGin, 
.9 per cent. 

From this table it appears that 88.6 
per cent. of all practical work consists 
of addition, subtract'on, multiplica- 
tion and division. Fractiong and dis- 
|counts are used also to some extent 
and decimals, insurance, etc., wery 
| rarely.

The fraction 1-2 accounts for over 90, 


per cent af all the times fractions 
were used. 

These results, while not on a large 
jenough scale to be conclusive, indi- 
cate that the four fundamental oper- 
ations—addition, eubtraction, multi- 
plication and division—-with a. very 
little simple work in fractions, per- 
centage and decimals, very nearly 
cover the field of ar'thmetic that 
needs to be taught for practical use. 
It ig hoped to repeat this exnerlment 
on a larger ecale and also to do 
eimilar work with spelling, writing 
and other subjects.

British Revenue More F avorable 


Than Expected

Says Chancellor 


of Exchequer. In Budget Speec 


J. Austin Chamberlain Says 


Expenditures for 1920 Were 


Approximately £144,000,000 in Excess of Estimate of 
Last Year, But £63,000,000 Below Revised Estinrate of 


Last October. 


London, April 19—J. Austen Cham- 
berlain, chancellor of the cacnequer, 
in introducing the budget in the house 
of commons today, aaid the expendi- 
tures for-1920 were approximately 
£144,000,000 in excess of the budget 
estimate of last year, but £63,000,000 
below the revised estimate he made 
last October, 

Regarding revenue, Mr. Chember- 
lein deciared that the result was not 
only more favorable than had been 
Anticipated, but greatly exceeded the 
original budget estimate of £1,201,- 
100,000. The actual exchequer re- 
ceipts were nearly £188,600,000 in ex- 
cess of this. On the present basis of 
taxation the chancellor calculated the 
revenue for next year at £1,841,- 
660,000, 

Exchequer issues for the past year, 
Mr, Chamberlain said, were £1,665,- 
773,000. The revenue wes £1,339,- 
671,000, leav:ng a deficit of £326,202,- 
000 which was £76,202,000 more than 
the budget estimate and nearly 
£147,000,000 less than seemed prob 
able in October. The decrease in the 
floating debt since the end of March, 
1919, was almost exactly £100,000,000, 
The floating debt on March 41 of this 


year, the chancellor continued, was 
£1,812,2056,000. 
Mr. Chamberlain estimated the 


expenditure for the new year at 
£1,177,452,000, leaving on the existing 
scalo of taxation £164,000,0uUu to go for 
reduction of the.debt. That, however, 
Mr. Chamberlain declared, was not 
suMicient by way of reduction and he 
{gs going to ask the country for gen- 
erous efforts to improve British credit 
and lighten tho future burden, 

The chancellor sa:d the external 
debt amounted to £1,278,000,009, 
showing a reduction of £86,000,000 
during the year and this would be 
further reduced in the current year 
by repayment of the Anglo-French 
loan of £500,000,000. The whole loan, 
he declared, would be repaid next 
@utunin without further borrowing 
from the United States. Great Brit- 
ain'’s decision to repay her half of the 
loan, Mr. ChamBeriain agserted, al- 
ready hed @e pronounced effect on her 
credit.

REGENT:—In connection with this 
week's engagement of “Where Are 
My Children” at the Regent, the fol- 
lowing from a Brooklyn publication 
is of interest to Edmontonians:

Summonses were issued by Magis- 
trate Reynolds in the Flatbush police 
court for Harry Gaineburg, president 
of the Universal Film Exchange and 
Rialto theatre, Brooklyn, where the 
picture was shown. 

The case came up before Magistrate 
Ge'smar, The Universal Film com- 
pany were represented by Sigfried 
Hartman of the law firm of Stanch- 
field and Levy. Meier Steinbrenk ap- 
peared for Manager Robinson and 
Diatrict Attorney Rose for the prose- 
cution, 

Among the witnesses who appeared 
for the Untversal company were 4 
large number of men and women, !n- 
cluding sociological workers, who 
testifieq that a picture of thie kind 
did good to every one and should not 
be prevented from ‘being shown to 
the public.

EMPLOYMENT 
SITUATION {a 
MUCH IMPROVED 


Steady Increase Over Canada, Ex. 
cept on Prairies, Where There 
Has Been Decrease 


Ottawa, April 19.—The employ- 
ment situation in Canada is improv- 
ing, according to figures published in 
the Labor Gazette for April. The em- 
ployment service connected with the 
department of Labor placed alto- 
gether 34,400 people in employment 
during the month of March and re- 
ceived 41,700 applications for em- 
ployment. The department was not!- 
fied of 38,200 vacancles, All these 
figures represent an increase over the 
previous month and the previous 
year. There was a steady increase in 
employment in all provinces except 
the prairies, where a decline was re- 
ported. 

There was less loss of time due to 
strikes in March. Twenty-two strikes 
were reported, involving 3,789 people 


and representing a loss of 43,169 
working days. Sixteen strikes re- 
mained unsettled at the end of the 


month, 

Reports were recelved from five 
conciliation boards and applications 
were receivel for five more. Two 
boards were appointed in addition to 
those on application received preyl- 
ously,

‘ “Gontrolled’’ Marketing 


With a Vengeance. 


The United States trade com- 
missioner in London reports a 
prospective world-shortage of 
wheat, with a correspondingly 
sharpened demand. Nothing is 
expected from Russia, and Europe 
looks to the United States, Can- 
ada, Australia, India and the 
Argentine for the wheat supply 
it must import. U.S. wheat he re- 
ports as selling in Britain as high 
as $4.11 per bushel. 

The fixed price of wheat in Can- 
ada is $2.80 per bushel, the farmer 
being given a certificate entitling 
him to share in anything the wheat 
board may get for his wheat over 
and above the price paid him. As 
Canadian wheat is better than 
United States wheat, the Cana- 
dian wheat-grower must either get 
for his certificates next August 
a price that will bring the total 
price of his wheat up to something 
around the four dollar mark or 
else he is being swindled by some- 
body under the auspices of the 
grain board. 

In creating the grain board and 


clothing it with dictatorial powers) 


the Government practically com- 
mandeered the wheat crop of Can- 
ada, and undertook to market it 
to the best advantage and turn 
the proceeds over to the growers. 
In any case the grower hag to wait 
until August to know what he is 
really to get for his ree and to 
get the balance held back under 
the certificate arrangement. Sup- 
posing the wheat to have been sold 
for more than the board paid, and 
that there is a balance coming to 
the grower, what this arrange- 
ment amounts to is that the Gov- 
ernment has levied forced loans 
upon the wheat-growers amount- 
ing to some as yet unknown sum. 
As the growers have to carry on in 
the meantime, and cannot borrow 
for nothing, they are out of pocket 
the use of the sum held back by 
the grain board and also the in- 
terest on loans they have to carry 
in the meantime. | And unless 
what is paid the grower for his 
certificates is enough to balance 
the price with that obtained by 
the U.S. grower the Canadian 
farmer will be paying at both ends 
of the game for the privilege of 
having his wheat handled on the 
"national marketing’’ system. 

Meantime what of the Canadian 
flour consumer? 

Articles in Unionist newspap- 
ers indicate that the millers are 
pulling wires to have the price 
of flour increased, on the ground 
that they cannot find a market 
overseas for their surplus. The 
more flour there is in Canada the 
more it ought to cost, is their line 
of reasoning. 

The Canadian millers are sup- 
piled with wheat by the grain 
board at‘ $2.80 per bushel. Brit- 
ish millers, it appears from the’ re- 
port cited, are importing and 
grinding United States whet at 
something more than four dollars 
per bushel. The Canadian millers 
claim that they cannot sell flour 
in England made from $2.80 cent 
wheat in competition with flour 
made from $4 wheat, though the 
demand for flour in England is so 
keen that it is said the price of 
bread ig. as high as it can go with- 
out precnees popular uprisings. 

Wherefore the millers propose 
to boost the price of flour in Can- 
ada, That is, having got the 
Government, through the wheat 
board, to commandeer the wheat 
crop for their benefit, the millin 
trust now propose that the boar 
should go the rest of the way and 
CORRES the flour consumer 
also, 


Dividing Up the Spoils. 

Newsprint manufacturers have 
advanced the pay of thoir em- 
ployees twenty per cent. Times are 
too prosperous in that business to 


take chances on having the mills 
tied up. 


The New War. 


The Sheik-Ul-Islam has called 
upon the Moslems to wage a holy 
war upon the nationalists. If there 
ever was or ever can be a ‘‘holy’’ 
war, 8 civil war among the Turks 
must come properly within that 
category. The Allies may with 
clear conscience excuse themselves 
from trying to prevent a consum- 
mation so deserved. 

But they will do well to ‘‘wait 
and see’’ before counting too much 
upon the proclamation of the 
Sheik, Likely enough he has sent 
word by another route that it is 
the Armenians, or some other iso- 
lated race, upon whom the faithful 
are to fall with the sword. 


A Significant Vote. 


The first division in the Ontario 
Legislature found the Government 
with a majority of four, one Gov- 
ernment member voting with the 
opposition parties. .That is a small 
majority upon which to ‘‘carry 
on,’? and some careful steering 
will be necessary if the Ministers 
are not to encounter defeat in the 
House. 

It is significant that the first 
trial of strength came on a pro- 
posal of a labor member of the 
cabinet to cut down the property 
qualification necessary to make a 
person eligible for municipal of- 
fice, Obviously the labor members 
are fully aware that they have the 
cabinet at their mercy and can de- 
mand what they want as the price 
of allowing the Government to 
exist, : d 

That the Ministers can continue 
to hold the farmer representatives 
in line to support a program of 
abolishing the established safe- 
guards of property, such as is sug: 
gested by the first demand made 
upon them, is doubtful. Farmers 
are not inclined to socialistic theo- 
ries when it is made plain where 
those theories lead to. And under 
the guidance of the masters of tho 
‘‘onholy alliance’’ the U.F.O. mem- 
bers are pretty likely to find out 
soon in what direction they are be- 


ing led. 


Why T. de Witt? 

Why Mr. T. de Witt Foster ex- 
M.P. has been-unloaded onto the 
public pay-roll is a question to 
which Parliament should get the 
answer. 

It scarcely seems credible that 
even.the Union Government should 
think a man couldn’t—or ‘would- 
n’t—buy war horses without the 
public being swindled in the trans- 
action is the most fit person to be 
found in Canada to take charge of 
the resources department of the 
Canadian National Railways.

Foster has made for the Govern- 
ment should repeat itself on a per- 
haps still wider scale. 

The only explanation that seems 
to fit is that some one had to take 
care of Mr. T. de Witt to keep him 
from ‘‘spilling the beang,’’ and 
that this some one had influence 
enough with Sir Robert or his col- 
leagues to command his appoint- 
ment to an important and lucrative 
position in the public service.

TEACHERS AND BOARDING IN 

COUNTRY, 


Editor The Bulletin: 


Sir,—I was interested in and 
rather amused with tho letter of 
“Farmer's Wife’ which appeared in 
your paper a short time ago. 

She says that the farmer's wife 
boards the teacher merely as an ac- 
commodation and suggesis that the 
teachers’ board be raised to $50 a 
month, because the teachers ‘have 
asked for a raise tn salary. 

How many unthinking’ people are 
voicing loud objections to teachers 
getting five dollars or more @ day and 
only ‘having to work five and one-half 
hours, They think not of the teacher 
walking, perhaps two or three miles 
to schoo] in all kinds of weather, eat- 
ing a cold lunch and the heurs spent 
out of the school room preparing les- 
6ons, and marking papers, 

I have taught for a number of 
years in the country and can see the 
“boarding” question from both sides, 
I have had all kinde of boarding 
places and my rooms have varied from 
a windowless, curtained-off corner six 
feet square, to some of generous pro- 
portions. I have some times had to 
share my room and bed with one or 
more of the family. I received fair 
board and kind treatment from mostly 
every family with which I was gom!- 
ciled. I usually received as good as 
the rest of the family and some times 
a@ little better, 

But few of the present-day farm 
homes are modern, Few are such 
that the teacher could be comfortable 
and remain long in her room in sev- 
ere weather. 

I know of many cases where fam- 
ilies depend almost entirely on the 
teachers’ board money to buy their 
groceries, so epeak plainly—it is ac- 
tually an accommodation to them to 
merely have one more to feed and 
that one furnish the table. I remem- 
ber once the good farmer's wife lam- 
ented to me that it took more than 
half my board money to buy their 
groceries, 

I know of a number of places where 
the farmers imitate the city people in 
the price they charge for board but 
not in the accommodations they give. 
Some times the teacher doeg not see 
meat once a week and but little fruit. 

Teachers are a long suffering and 
patient lot and eeldom complain, 
knowing that it !s something for 
which to be truly grateful, if, for a 
goodly slice off her malary, ehe be 
allowed to join some family not too 
many miles from her school.

this without some extra work, 

I have not written this letter as a 
slight to the farmere for most of 
them gladly share their best with the 
teachers, but there are always some 
greedy persons who want to rake in 
the money, regardless of what they 
do to earn it..
